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Wemyss Bay. The Clyde affords, thanks to the 
excellent service of steamboats thereon, pleasant and 
popular trips with tourists in Scotland and residents of 
Glasgow. Wemyss Bay is a sheltered cove on the eastern 
bank, where are situated a pier and a favourite summer 
resort. In the neighbourhood is Castle Wemyss, the 
residence of Lord Inverclyde. 
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
